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MEETING  THE  NEEDS  OF 
GROWTH  AND  CHANGE 

By  G.  S.  Dobbins,  Th.  D..  D.  D. 

In  the  beginning  of  our  American 
history.  Baptists  were  organixatlon-r 
shy.  Well  might  they  have  been,  for 
the  memory  of  persecution  at  the 
hands  of  the  hlersuchy  and  the  estab¬ 
lishment  was  fresh  and  bitted.  Soul- 
liberty  and  the  independence  of  the 
churches  were  highly  prized  ideals. 
Yet  organization  was  necessary  to  the 
functioning  of  the  local  church  and 
of  the  churches  as  a  body. 

The  Sunday  school  suited  our  need 
for  a  teaching  agency.  Woman’s  Mis¬ 
sionary  Union  developed  as  an  effec¬ 
tive  means  of  channeling  the  concern 
of  our  church  women  for  missions. 
The  Training  Union  afforded  a  neces¬ 
sary  and  well  adapted  plan  for 
training  In  church  membership. 
The  Brotherhood  came  as  a  logical 
program  for  the  enlistment  and  utili¬ 
zation  of  the  men.  These  agencies  of 
the  churches  required  promotion  and 
guidance  through  corresponding  Con¬ 
vention  Agencies  —  Home  and  Foreign 
Mission  Boards,  the  Sunday  School 
Board,  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  and 
Brotherhood  headquarters. 

Not  unnaturally,  the  church  organi¬ 
zations  gfrew  up  Independently.  From 
beginning,  each  agency  made  its 
plans  and  provided  materials  with  lit¬ 
tle  reference  to  the  other  agencies.  At 
first  this  presented  no  grMt  difficul¬ 
ty,  but  i^th  the  growth  In  numbers 
and  the  development  of  complex 
church  and  denominational  life,  inter¬ 
dependence  came  to  be  as  needful  as 
independence.  Lacking  this  Inter¬ 
dependence,  the  program  of  our 
churches  has  tended  to  develop  con¬ 
flicting  Interests  and  acUviUes,  to  be¬ 
come  wasteful  of  time  and  energy  and 
to  make  excessive  demands  upon  pas¬ 
tor  and  Inner  circle  of  leadership.  The 
plea  for  relief  demands  upon  pastor 
and  inner  circle  of  leadership.

I  am  always  giM  to  have  a  new 
example  by  which  to  help  prove  the 
contentkms  which  are  being  made  re¬ 
lative  to  the  possIbiliUes  for  develop*- 
ment  on  the  average  rural  church 
field.  On  May  9  It  was  my  privilege 
to  visit  two  fields  In  Mississippi  each 
of  which  gave  me  such  a  witness. 

Salem  at  Cwringtea 
Reece  Rogers  has  made  an  outstand¬ 
ing  contribution  to  the  rural  church 
program  of  our  land.  The  change  In 
life  and  activity,  equipment  and  or- 
ganixatton  at  hitiorlc  old  Salem 
Cliurch  of  Covington  County  has  been 
phenomenal.  Returning  to  his  patern¬ 
al  home  from  a'  successful  business 
career  In  Meridian  where  he  had  risen 
to  be  Officer  Manager  of  the  A.  W. 
Wilson  R  Sons,  he  was  soorfTfusy  with 
the  little  rural  church  of  his  boyhood 
home.  Ere  long  members  of  the 


♦hat  the  Lord  wanted  Brother  Rogers 
to  be  pastor  of  that  church,  so  he  fin¬ 
ally  yi4hed,  and  ten  years  ago  was 
ordained  as  their  pastor. 

During  the  years  since  the  church 
has  grown  In  every  way.  Prom  a  small 
congregation,  worshipping  in  a  one- 
room  buUdiitg  with  once-a-month 
preaching  by  an  abaentee  pastor.  It 
has  come  to  be  a  great  rural  church 
of  some  500  members  with  a  full-time 
program,  a  modem  departmentized 
building,  and  up-to-date  financial 
program  and  organization.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  lU  meeting  house,  this  church 
h««  constructed  a  “Communist  House” 
on  its  property,  and  this  building, 
when  completed.  wlU  provide  a  fel¬ 
lowship  center  for  the  area,  also  a 
place  where  every  good  work  In  the 
interest  of  the  community  may  be  car¬ 
ried  on.

REPORTS  SPANISH  CHURCHES 
GAINING  IN  MEMBERSHIP 
GENEVA  — (RNS)—  Protestant 
churches  In  Sptdn  have  gained  ^ 
strength  In  the  past  twelve  years  de¬ 
spite  “repression  and  violence.”  Dr. 
Benjamin  J.  Bush,  representative  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  In  the  U.  S. 
A.  to  the  World  Ck>uncll  of  Churches’ 
Department  of  Reconstruction  arid  In¬ 
ter  Church  Aid,  declared  here. 

Back  from  a  tour  of  Spain,  during 
which  he  attended  15  Protestant  ser¬ 
vices,  Dr.  Bush  said  that  Spanish  Pro¬ 
testants  find  It  difficult  to  find  places 
of  worship  because  recent  attacks  on 
their  centers  have  made  property 
owners  fearful  of  renting  to  them. 

CHURCHES  ATTACKED 
“A  number  of  Protestant  churches,’' 
he  said,  "have  been  attacked  by  size¬ 
able  mobs,  Indicating  by  word  and 
deed  their  antipathy  to  Protestantism. 
Other  churches  have  been  threatened, 
and  one  large  meeting  of  Protestant 
youth  could  not  be  held  because  of 
reported  plans  by  antl-Protestant 
youth  In  the  area  to  attack  the  rally.” 

Hewever,  Dr.  Bush  aided,  the  vita¬ 
lity  ef  Protestantism  la  Spain  is  shewn 
by  the  fact  that  attendance  at  divine 
services  is  “frequently  denhie  the 
membership  ef  the  chnrch.”  He  re¬ 
called  attending  two  prayer  sacetings 
nt  which  the  cemhined  attendance 
wns  349.  * 

Some  Protestant  services.  Dr.  Bush 
disclose^},  are  being  held  in  private 
homes.  He  told  of  attending  one  service 
where  60  persons  cit^hed  Into  the 
■mall  home  of  an  evangelist,  the  sror- 
shippers  sitting  on  beds,  on  a  narrow 
stairway,  in  the  kitchen  and  in  the 
living  room.

The  deno¬ 
minational  program  is  purely  one  of 
cooperation,  srlth  its  evangelistic,  edu¬ 
cational  and  benevolent  activities 
planned  in  accordance  with  New 
Testament  teaching,  and  the  churches 
left  free  to  cooperate  or  not  cooperate 
as- they  choose.

Already  we  have  Jald  off  a 
large  addition  to  the  graveyard,  and 
down  below  the  hill  ig  a  fine  level 
fertile  tract  for  garden,  pasture  and 
such.  I  cant  serve  them  always,  and 
when  I  am  gone,  they  want  to  have 
a  home  for  my  successor  to  move  into. 
This  building  will  be  our  next  big 
undertaking.” 

Antioch  of  Rankin 

The  evening  hour  of  May  9  was 
spent  with  Antioch  Church  of  Rankin 
County.  Driving  out  there  from  Col¬ 
lins,  I  was  guest  of  Pastor  Robert  Liles, 
a  1948  graduate  of  Mississippi  CoUege. 
We  stopped  at  a  lovely  new  pastor's 
home,  a  short  distance  from  the  meet¬ 
ing  house.  Here  the  church  has  ^o- 
vided  for  the  comfort  of  their  pastor 
and  set  up  a  model  for  other  homes 
of  the  area  to  pattern  after.  Modem 
throughout,  this  three-bedroom  home 
is  attractive  and  liveable.  About  it  is 
plenty  of  ground  for  garden,  chickens, 
and  a  large  woodland  which  will  be* 
developed  into  a  community  play¬ 
ground 

AnUoch  has  Just  begun  their  for¬ 
ward  program.  They  felt  it  best  to 
move  their  “Overseer”  to  the  field,  so 
constnicted  the  pastor’s  home,  using 
matertaU  salvaged  from  an  old  pub¬ 
lic  school  building  which  was  a  gift 
from  a  good  Methodist  layman,  Roy 
who  is  eager  for  his  commun¬ 
ity  to  have  the  best.  The  home  is  fin¬ 
ished  and  paid  for.  the  toUl  cost  in 
money  being  about  $2,500.  Now  they 
turn  their  eyes  toward  a  depart- 
mentiaed  church  building.  Their  old 
meeting  house  is  in  perfect  condition 
and  U  readily  adapUble.  The  inter¬ 
ior  of  it  win  be  rewoiited  so  as  to 
utilize  the  extra  space  without  reduc¬ 
ing  the  maximum  seating.  “Then," 
says  Pastor  Robert  Ules,  “we  plan  to 
add  an  educational  building  to  the 
rear.  This  is  to  be  a  two-story  struc¬ 
ture  with  departmental  equipment  for 
teaching  and  training.  We  also  want 
to  add.  later  on,  the  equipment  neces¬ 
sary  to  make  our  church  the  heart  of 
a  great  community." 

And  thus  these  examples  are  show¬ 
ing  other  churches  the  way.  At  the 
meeUng  with  AnUoch  Church.  May  », 
four  other  churches  had  representa¬ 
tives.  They  too  are  being  aroused. 
Baptists  must  save  the  rural  areas  for 
their  Ix)rd  if  they  expect  to  save 
themselves  af^^f actor  in  America’s 
future  urban  ile.

It  hap¬ 
pened  like  this!  Rev.  8.  V.  Gullett. 
Blue  Mountain,  held  a  revival  In  my 
home  church  in  1925."During  this  re- 
I  surrendered  to  the  call  to 
preach  without  a  high  school  educa¬ 
tion.  He  suggested  that  I  go  to  Clarke 
College  where  I  could  flnsh  my  high 
school  work  and  have  the  advantage 
of  a  course  in  Bible  at  the  same  time 
under  Dr.  R.  A.  Venable.  I  visited  it. 
The  spirit  of  the  school  was  uplifting. 
The  first  ministerial  student  I  met  on 
the  esunpus  was  asked,  “How  are  you 
classified?"  He  replied.  “Freshman  in 
high  schooL"  "Do  you  have  a  family?” 
Pointing  to  his  house  on  ‘preacher 
row’  he  said  “That  is  net  a  grammar 
Ai  recess.”  That  man  is  now  one 
of  our  fine  rural  pastors. 

In  the  ^rlng  of  1928.  I  left  (Clarke 
-with  a  Junior  College  diploma  and  a 
promise  to  marry  a  freshman  girl.  We 
entered  Mississippi  College  that  fall, 
receiving  the-B.  A.  degree  in  1930.  Mrs. 
Jordan  and  I  received  Th.  M.  degrees 
at  the  New  Orleans  Seminary  in  1933, 
ceremony  accepted  for  post  graduate 

work  in  1934.  She  has  the  distinction 
of  being  the  first  woman  student  to 
receive  the  Th.  M.  degree  from  the  in¬ 
stitution  and  the  only  woman  student 
accepted  for  post  graduate  work. 

I  thank  G«d  for  ail  these  fine 
schools,  but  I  fed  that  I  am  indebted 
tu  Clarke  mure  than  the  others  be¬ 
cause  she  auuie  the  first  edncatiuiial 
contribution  tu  uur  lives.  - 

I  did  not  know  until  this  week’s 
Baptist  Record  that  ants  have  milk 
cows,  but  I  have  known  for  a  long  time 
that  Mississippi  Baptists  ai^  God  need 
CUrke  College  I  It  Is  a  “feeder”  school 
for  our  senior  colleges  and  contributes 
greatly  te  rural  work.  Too  lung  we 
have  ueglected  country  churches 
which  arc  uur  greatest  uppurtunUy  for 
Christ  in  Mtesisuippi  They  are  physi¬ 
cal  giants  asleep.  All  of  us  have  some 
of  God’s  money.  We  need  to  bring 
$350,000.00  of  it  to  God  for  Clarke  dur¬ 
ing  1948.

complexity  and  dupUcation  has  come 
from  many  quarters,  including 
churches  both  large  and  wniili 
The  Committee  on  Church  Organ- 
Bations  was  appointed  to  study  the 
need  for  better  coordination  and  cor¬ 
relation  and  related  problems.  Its 
•tndles  have  been  made  chiefly  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  churches,  never 
with  any  though  of  giving  direction  to 
the  headquarters  agencies.  Joint  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  committee  with  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  sgencles  have  been  in¬ 
forming  and  helpful.  That  there  are 
points  of  tension  and  difficulty  was 
»$  once  recognized.  The  Committee 
Assumed  always  that  responsibility  for 
“Aklng  detailed  changes  must  rest 
with  the  agencies  themselves.  The 
Oonmittee  sssumed  always  that  re- 
Bwoslbillty  for  making  detailed 
e^ges  must  rest  with  the  agen^ 
themselves.  ’The  Committee  then  con- 
e«l)red  Its  function  to  be  that  of  bring- 
hig  discovered  needs  to  the  attention 
uf  the  Conventton.  with  recommenda- 
tkms  concerning  certain  special  areas 
of  difficulty. 

Many  churches  are  seeking  and 
finding  unification  of  the  program 
Around  a  table  through  the  pastor’s 
cabinet  or  church  council.  Represen ta- 
of  the  several  agencies  agreed 
to  follow  this  local  church  plan  hi  a 
AimlUr  conference,  which  will  meet  at

One  thing  Christian  people  need  to  do 
among  others  is  to  get  out  of  the  rut  in 
doing  the  work  of  Jesus.  We  need  to  do 
some  unusual  things  in  unusual  places 
for  Him!

Dear  Brethren:  ' 

We  are  writing  this  letter  to  summar-  ^ 
ise  as  we  see  it,  the  coarse  and  benefits  ' 

of  our  very  fine  committee  meeting  to-  ' 

day. 

We  had  a  good  meeting  from  every 
standpoint.  First,  we  had  a  report  on  con¬ 
tributions  which  total  $197,900.00  or  a 
little  more  than  you  read  kbont  in  the 
Baptist  Record  this  week.  Some  $24,904 
of  this  is  a  conservative  estimate  of 
monies  we  well  believe  to  be  in  the  hands 
of  church  treasurers  and  unremitted  at 
this  time.  All  of  the  rest  is  actual  cash 
received.  The  expense  of  the  rkmpaign  is 
very  low,  standing  at  5  or  S  percent. 

The  full  committee  unanimously  ap¬ 
proved  the  following  procedure  in  com¬ 
pleting  the  $354,040  goki: 

1.  The  nearly  100  members  of  the  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee  and  Board  of  Tmstees 
will  each  nndertake  to  raise  $1,000  as 
personal  contributions,  or  from  indivi¬ 
duals  or  churches  as  an  over  and  above 
sum  by  Sunday,  September  24. 

2.  A  member  of  the  Advisory  Commit¬ 
tee  has  taken  responsibility  for  promot- 
Itag  the  campaign  in  one  kssociation.  It 
was  agreed  that  the  campaign  had  not 
been  too  well  worked  over  the  state  to 
date,  and  that  each  association  repre¬ 
sentative  would  really  press  the  matter 
in  thkt  association  from  here  on  out. 

3.  Sunday,  September  26,  was  set  as 
another  great  Clarke  College  Campaign 
offering  day.  Clarke  College  is  40  years 
old  next  September.  It  was  agreed  that 
we  would  go  after  1000,  2000,  or  3000  per¬ 
sons  giving  $40  each  by  or  on  that  date. 
Their  rtomes  will  be  memorialixed  and 
neatly  kept  under  glass  in  the  building. 

It  was  agreed  that  20,000  of  our  more 
than  350,000  Baptists  will  be  asked  for 
$5  each  that  day.  Their  names  will  be 
kept  in  a  “Book  of  Rememberance”  in 
the  college. 

4.  Churches  having  not  already  done 
so  in  your  assochstion  are  urged  to  put 
$100,  $250,  $500.  $750,  or  $1,000  or  some 
such  amount  in  their  1948  ludget  for 
Clarke  College. 

5.  Churches  having  p  snrpins  in  the 
treasury  are  urged  to  vote  a  worthy  sum 
for  this  great  college. 

6.  The  Special  Gifts  Committee  beaded 
by  Rev.  WlllUm  L.  Compere  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  work. 

7.  ,4880ctation-wlde  Clarke  College 
meetings  arc  urged  with  Dr.  W.  E.  Greene 
or  some  other  proper  and  capable  per¬ 
son  ks  the  speaker. 

S.  A  radio  hook-np.  state  wide  in  scope, 
was  agreed  upon  If  it  can  be  worked  out. 

9.  Church  treasurers  are  urged  to 
send  in  promptly  all  monies  for  this 
campaign. 

19.  Pastors  are  urged  to  contribute 
honorarium  of  one  revival  this  summer 
to  this  campaign. 

11.  We  are  listing  the  memorials  sched¬ 
ule  on  letterheads  as  soon  as  possible. 

12.  The  trustees  are  planning  imme¬ 
diately  to  sUrt  the  first  building  with  the 
monies  in  hand. 

It  was  generally  agreed  that  the  things 
we  need  now  are  a  great  deal  of  prayer 
and  a  great  deal  of  work. 

1  We  do  thank  yoo  so  much  for  the  fine 
.  pkrt  yoo  hav^*  played  in  the  success  of 
the  campaign  thus  far.  We  had  wished 
1  that  the  full  $354.9H  had  come  in  March 
tg.  w’e  never  did  really  think  that  much 
would  come  in  at  that  time.  We  have 
beeg  in  campalgna  before  and  know  how 
1  big  money  comes  —  from  prayer,  sweat, 
aacrifice,  love,  generoua  hrisrta.  etc.

If  we  recall  correctly.  Dr.  W.  R. 
Greene,  president  of  Clarke  College,  told 
na  aometime  ago  that  tUa  great  Jknior 
college  had  never  received  over  $25,9M 
conWibntion  at  any  one  time.  That  fact 
ckused  us  to  rejoice  all  the  store  when 
Mississippi  Baptists,  with  little  effort  oa 
the  part  of  all  except  one-half  doien  per¬ 
sona,  gave  that  school  right  at  $199,9M 
recently.  A  special  prayer  night  had  been 
proposed  in  aach  church.  Dr.  W.  L.  So¬ 
well,  pastor  at  Prentiss,  led  in  this.  A 
number  of  churches  followed  on  in  this 
practice  of  prayer  during  this  campaign. 
Mississippi  Baptists,  generally,  did  not 
pray  about  it!

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Prisoner  Warns  Youth 

In  a  letter  poi|{nant  with  sorrow 
over  lost  opportunities  in  the  “free 
w'orld”  a  youth  conclenined  to  the 
electric  cliair  has  WTitlen  some 
words  of  warning  for  all  youn|; 
people  travelling  the  road  he  took 
and  which  led  to  his  present  traigic 
iituation.  Tlic  letter  was  written 
to  a  Christian  friend  in  reply  to 
one  sent  to  him.  In  it  he  slates  that 
many  of  the  oiic?s  he  formerly 
called  “friends”  li^ve  turned  their 
backs  on  him,  and  now  only  the 
true  Christian  people  are  proving 
to  be  his  friends.  His  warning  to 
all  youth  blindly  following  the 
path  of  sin,  thinking  they  are 
“having  a  good  time”  drinking  and 
carou.sing,  may  be  summed  up  in 
the  following  excerpts: 

Oh,  if  all  youns  boys  and  firla 
could  be  made  to  understand  what 
livin*  in  sin  wilj  do  for  them!  I 
pray  so  hard  for  them.

to  Jesus.  I  know  that  is  what  He 
wants  me  to  do.  .  .  And  I  shall  do 
ui  I  »n  to  the  flory  of  God  whUe 
time  is  lastint.  •  .  I  have  a  bum- 
taf  desire  in  my  heart  that  all 
the  poor,  lost  souls  who  keep  put- 
unt  off  salvation  until  death  Ukes 
them  unprepared  to  meet  the 
Ki^t  Creator,  mitbt  learn  before 
»  is  too  late  about  the  Saviour, 
rie^  pray  for  my  father  and 
mother.  .  . 

This  letter  was  written  fn»m  a 
Mississippi  county  jail  where  its 
author  spends  liis  last  days.  In 
another  juirt  of  llic  letter  he  de¬ 
clares  that  if  he  had  to  choose  be¬ 
tween  death  in  the  cliair  with 
J^us  and  life  on  the  earth  witliout 
the  I^rd,  he  ^ould  clioose'  to  die 
and  be  with  the  Saviour  for  eter¬ 
nity,  for  he  ad<is,  “It  «  better  to 
dic  with  J«ua  (lian  live  without 
Him  and  die  and  spend  eternity  in 
hell  burning  forever  and  ever, 
Bway  from  God.”

From  news  dispatches  we  learn 
that  the  recently  organized  Bap¬ 
tist  (leneral  Convention  of  Oregon, 
composed  of  16  churches  in  Ore¬ 
gon  and  Washington,  seeks  re¬ 
cognition  as  a  state  convention  at 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
wliich  meets  in  Memphis  May  19. 

We  have  always  tried  to  take 
the  optimistic  side,  but  unless  there 
are  exceedingly  unusual  circum¬ 
stances,  16  churches  are  too  few 
to  compose  a  stale  convention. 
Many  associations  have  more 
churches  than  that. 

Speaking  for  ourselves  only,  we 
believe  that  it  would  be  best  for 
this  group  to  be  affiliated  with  the 
Baptist  Convention  of  California 
until  there  is  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  churches  and  in  mem¬ 
bership.  In  other  wortls,  there 
seems  to  be  no  advantage  Uiat  this 
group  will  have  as  a  state  conven¬ 
tion  that  it  w'ill  not  have  as  an  as¬ 
sociation.

A  Plea  for  Prayer 

Our  laml  is  in  deadly  peril  at  the 
present  moment— from  commun¬ 
ism,  ilriinkenness,  and  other  evil 
forces.  It  is  only  a  great  outpour¬ 
ing  of  God’s  Spirit,  and  another 
mighty  spiritual  awakening  that 
can  save  us.

The  Lord  heard  and  answered  tlie 
great  voluiiic  of  intercessory  pray- 

The  great  revival  knowm  as 
“Tlie  Awakening  of  1800”  fol¬ 
lowed.  In  his  “History  of  Ameri¬ 
can  Revivals”  Dr.  Frank  G.  Beards¬ 
ley  says:  “Infidelity  became  a  van¬ 
ishing  force,  while  the  religious 
character  of  the  United  Stales  was 
assured  for  generations  to  come.” 

After  nearly  l.">0  years,  our  land 
is  again  in  great  peril.  Unless  a 
Heaven-sent  revival  conies  speedi¬ 
ly  through  prayer,  repentance 
and  returning  to  God — our  coun¬ 
try  in  doomed  to  destruction.  Free¬ 
dom  will  vanish,  and  we  shall 
awake  one  morning  to  find  our¬ 
selves  slaves  of  totalitarianism. 

But,  praise  God,  there  is  a  way 
out!  Long  ago  Jonah  proclaimed 
to  tlie  people  of  Nineveh:  “Yet 
forty  da>Ti  and  Nineveh  slull  be 
overthrown.”  Jonah  3:4.  The  peo- 


pl*  “believed  God,  and  proclaimed 
a  fast,”  and  cried  “mightily  to 
God,”  and  turned  “from  their  evil 
^ay.”  The  Lord  heard  their  cry 
and  the  destruction  of  Nineveh 
was  withheld  from  more  than  200 
years. 

The  situation  here  in  America 
and  in  Europe  and  China  is  get¬ 
ting  more  desperate  day  by  day. 
Quick  acUon  is  needed.  Ending 
money  is  urgent  and  imperative. 
.But  these  material  things  will  not 
stop  the  onward  sweep  of  com¬ 
munism. 

It  is  a  spiritual  battle.  Commun¬ 
ism  is  inspired  and  motivated  by 
Satan,  and  only  Spiritual  forces 
are  able  to  overthrow  it.  Prayer 
is  our  secret  weapon.  It  is  only  a 
great  volume  of  earnest,  believing, 
faith-inspired  prayer  on  the  part 
of  multitudes  of  God’s  children 
that  turn  back  the  enemy  and  give 
glorious  victory.  The  words  of  the 
apostle  John  are  just  as  true  today 
as  when  they  were  uttered  long 
ago:  ‘This  is  the  victory  that  over- 
cometh  the  world,  even  our  faith.” 

I  John  5:4. 

Christians,  awake,  awake!  God’s 
children  I  Let  us  arouse  ourselves 
before  it  is  too  late,  to  the  terrible 
danger  that  confronts  our  land  and 
other  countries  across  the  seas! 
Are  we  willing  to  sit  idly  by  or  to 
God  on  behalf  of  millions  that  are 
trembling  on  the  brink  of  an  aw¬ 
ful  precipice? 

It  must  have  brought  sorrow 
.  to  the  heart  of  God  when  He  ut- 
teretl  these  poignant  w  ords 
through  the  lips  of  the  Prophet 
Ezekiel:  “And  I  sought  for  a  man 
among  them,  that  should  make  up 
the  hetlge,  and  stand  in  the  gap 
before  Me  for  the  land,  that  I 
should  Aol  destroy  it:  but  I  found 
none.”  Ezekiel  22:30.  CumI  forbid 
that  we  should  fail  to  “stand  in  Uie 
gap”  by  earnest  interces.sory  pray¬ 
er  on  behalf  of  our  own  and  other 
lands  in  this  hour  of  supreme 
crisis! 

Here  are  some  of  the  practical 
methods  for  mobilizing  the  prayer 
forces  of  the  nation,  and  helping 
to  bring  migty  revivals  to  America 
ami  other  lands: 

1.  Through  prayer  meetings  in 
the  churches.  A  pastor  in  Philadel¬ 
phia  has  an  atleiulancc  of  nearly 
100  at  his  weekly  prayer  meeting. 
At  the  close  of  the  regular  prayer 
meeting  he  asks  all  who  wi.sh  to  do 
so  to  stay  for  a  revival  prayer 
meeting — to  pray  only  for  revival. 
The  pastor  says  that  40  to  50  stay 
each  week  to  intercedb  for  real  re¬ 
vival. 

If  hundreds  and  thousands  of 
churches  throughout  our  land 
would  adopt  such  a  plan,  the 
churches  themselves  would  be 
wonderously  quickened  and  it 
would  be  a  tremendous  forw'ard

st^  in  helping  to  bring  another 
spiritual  awakening  to  our  ooun- 
try. 

2.  Cottage  prayer  meetings  fai 
homes.  Such  prayer  meetings  have 
always  been  a  tremendous  factor 
in  bringing  revival.  It  was  such 
cottage  prayer  meetings  that 
brought  down  the  power  from 
heaven  in  the  Billy  Sunday  Cam¬ 
paigns.  A  woman  who  recently 
started  such  a  prayer  group  for 
revival  said:  “What  a  wonderful 
time  we  had  I  Tears  flowed.  Cries 
went  up  to  our  heavenly  Father 
to  save  the  souls  of  the  lost  and 
to  revive  the  children  of  God.” 

3.  Another  factor  in  bringing  re¬ 
vival  is  individual  and  united  pray¬ 
er  in  the  home.  In  one  liome  the 
husband  and  wife  are  deeply  con¬ 
cerned  for  revival  and  for  the  fu¬ 
ture  of  our  nation.  They  make  it 
a  rule  to  have  united  prayer  for 
revival  each  day,  and  on  Sunday 
emieavor  to  have  an  hour  of  earn¬ 
est  intercession.  They  pray  not 
only  for  revival  in  America,  but 
in  Eurofie,  Palestine,  China,  and 
other  lands. 

4.  Individual  intercessors  can 
have  a  real  and  vital  share  in 
bringing  revival  to  our  country 
and  throughout  the  world.  There 
are  great  numbers  of  praying  peo¬ 
ple  who  may  not  be  able  to  attend 
a  revival  prayer  meeting  at  a 
church  or  even  to  go  to  a  cottage 
prayer  meeting.  But  tliey  can  have 
earnest  individual  intercession 
wherever  they  may  be. 

Here  are  one  or  two  practical 
w  ays  in  which  each  one  who  reads 
tliese  lim's  caw  have  a  real  share  in 
the  crusade  to  save  America  in  this 
hour  of  tremendous  danger.  First 
pray  for  yourself,  your  pastor, 
your  family  and  lost  friends.  Sec¬ 
ond,  you  can  pray  daily  for  revival 
an<l  the  spread  of  God’s  Word,  and 
for  the  preservation  of  free  gov¬ 
ernment  in  .\merica,  u  r  o  p  e, 
Palestine,  China,  Japan,  Korea, 
India,  Africa,  and  other  land.s.  -

tually  as  the  citizens  of  Russia  are 
regimented  pollticaUy  socially  and 
economically. 

Strange  as  It  may  seem,  there  are 
certain  Protestant  leaders  who  would 
create  a  Protestant  totalitr  .iin  eccles¬ 
iastical  organization  by  the  organic 
union  of  all  the  Protestant  churches 
in  the  fonnaUon  of  a  world-church. 
This  church  would  automatically  be¬ 
come  ecclesiastical  and  dictatorial  Ail 
the  organizations  entering  into  it 
would  necessarily  lose  their  autonomy, 
and  would  become  subject  to  the  ec¬ 
clesiastical  authority  headed  up  in  the 
dictator  at  the  top. 

Stranger  stUl,  there  are  some  Bap¬ 
tists,  laymen  and  ministers,  who  are 
so  charmed  by  the  siren-voiced  pro¬ 
moters  of  this  totalitarian  Protestant 
idea  that  they  do  not  see  the  ungloved 
hand  of  regimentation  lurking  in  the 
shadows  of  sweet -voiced  sentences, 
ready  to  grasp  churches,  pastors,  and 
people  with  its  toUlltarian  authority. 

Grave,  Indeed,  is  the  pfesent  world 
situation.  In  between  the  toUUUrian- 
Ism  of  atheistic  Communism  and  the 
totalitarianism  of  the  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  Church  the  proponents  of  liberty 
are  fighting  for  freedom.  BaptisU  are 
frlst,  last,  and  always  the  advocates 
of  liberty.  They  believe  that  all  men 
everywhere,  and  all  naUons  ought  to 
be  free  from  totalitarian  reglmenU- 
tlon,  whether  it  be  eccleelastlcal  or 
political. 

Lrt  us  keep  our  eyes  open  and  our 
piinrtB  clear.  Dr.  Gambrell  said  once, 
“Baptists  cannot  work  in  a  blind  bri¬ 
dle."  We  must  not  be  lured  Into  any 
one  of  theee  totalitarian  groupe  In 
order  to  escape  another. 

All  totallUrian  groups  are  fatal  to 
our  liberties.  The  Christ  of  the  New 
■  Testament  is  the  answer  to  all  totaU- 
tarianism.  The  gospel  of  the  New 
Testament  is  the  answer  to  both  Com¬ 
munism  and  Catholicism. 

Let  Baptists  be  loyal  to  Christ  and 
faithful  in  preaching  the  gospel.  This 
alone  is  our  salvation.  —  Southern 
BapUst  Home  Missions.

When  out  Baptists  are  gathered  at 
Memphis  in  convention  session,  one  of 
the  matters  of  major  Importance, 
scheduled  for  decision,  is  that  of  sel¬ 
ecting  a  Wetsem  Assembly  site. 

Since  the  selection  of  a  location  has 
been  the  responsibility  of  a  special 
committee.  New  Mexico  Baptists,  al¬ 
though  eager  and  graciously  offering, 
have  awaited  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee.  Recognizing  the  cen¬ 
trality  of  her  territory,  the  pictures¬ 
queness  of  her  scenery,  and  the  total 
unity  of  her  people  on  the  matter. 
New  Mexico  is  offering  880  acres.  The 
location  is  at  Glorleta  Pass,  town  of 
Glorieta.  a  twenty  minute  drive  from 
Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico. 

On  an  air  line,  it  is  1,010  miles  from 
Memphis  and  1,060  from  San  FrancU- 
co.  Located  on  the  main  line  of  the 
Santa  Fe  ftallway,  crack  trains  drop 
passengers  six  tlpies  dally.  Two  Fede¬ 
ral  Highways,  64  and  65.  and  one  State 
Highway  serve  the  site.  Few  Buildings 
arc  already  on  the  grounds,  allowing 
for  unhindered,  plamned  construction 
in  the  midst  of  beautiful  openings 
and  majestic  timber.  For  fishing  and 
hunting,  golfing  and  hiking,  horse¬ 
back  riding  and  touring,  quiet  devo¬ 
tion  and  study — the  area  is  literally  a 
paradise.  Eighteen  miles  away  is  the 
Artists'  Capital  of  the  nation  and  a 
radius  of  fifty  mUes  sweeps  in  the 
ruins  of  the  cave  dwellers,  quaint  In¬ 
dian  villages,  and  age-old  Spanish 
missions.  The  Glorleta  elevation  Is 
around  7.200  feeL  cool  and  delightful 
all  the  summer  and  through  the  win¬ 
ters.  _

Church  near  Philadelphia  awakened 
us  to  the  needs  of  the  very  negelected 
Indians.  A  great  percentage  of  the 
Indians  on  the  reservation  are  lost, 
and  many  of  us  scarcely  realize  that 
they  are  even  there.  They  are  there 
and  they  need  Jesus.  If  they  are  to 
find  Him,  we  must  help  them  in 
every  way  we  can.

Bethany  Church,  located  Just  outside 
Philadelphia,  is  almost  complete,  lack- 
hig  yet  Sunday  School  partitions, 
choir  and  pulpit  chairs,  and  such 
things.

On  the  third  week-end  in  April,  4 
I  Mississippi  College  students,  the  R.  A. 
Secretary  and  the  Young  People’s  Sec¬ 
retary  visited  3  of  the  10  Indian 
churches  in  the  state.  This  visit  was 
Inspired  by  an  interest  in  our  Indian 
fMends,  and  the  desire  to  be  of  service 
to  them.  A  missionary  program  was 
given  in  Hopewell  Baptist  Church, 
Bethany  Baptist  Church,  and  Canaan 
Baptist  Church.

Standard  ot  Excellence  Is  a  big  term 
tor  all  of  us,  and  at  times  we  wonder 
If  it  does  not  literally  scare  a  lot  of 
our  hard  -  working,  loyal  Sunday 
school  leaders.*  It  scares  them  because 
they  realise  their  limitations,  the 
limitations  imposed  often  by  inade¬ 
quate  building  or  room,  and  because 
it  is  often  difficult  to  get  under  way 
a  big,  challenging  program  for  their 
Sunday  schooL 

Now,  the  standard  of  Ezcelience  is 
a  Wg,  challenging  program  for  a  Sun¬ 
day  school.  We  soraetimfs  hear  it 
said,  “Is  It  worthwhile  to  put  forth  the 
effort  tfi  have  a  Standard  Sunday 
school?”  Some  one  from  a  state  in  the 
South  that  had  studied  SUndard  Sun¬ 
day  schools  for  that  state,  gave  these 
things  as  evidence  for  the  worth  of 
this  ten  point  program  : 

1.  Churches  with  Standard  Sunday 
schools  give  more  per  member  to  Co¬ 
operative  Program. 

2.  More  of  resident  members  en¬ 
rolled  in  Sunday  school. 

J.  Churches  with  Standard  Sunday 
schools  get  from  four  times  as  many 
study  course  awards.  (Training  for 
the  job  means  efficiency  every  time). 

4.  In  churches  with  Standard  Sun¬ 
day  schocds,  it  took  U.7»  resident 
members  to  win  one  to  Christ  last 
year.  In  the  other  churches  It  took 
15.82  (this  is  one  state’s  average,  and 
if  average  would  hold  true  over  the 
Convention  territory,  this  alone  would 
justify  a  church  to  make  every  pos¬ 
sible  effort  to  reach  the  Standard  of 
Excellence.) 


It  pays  to  have  a  Standard  Sunday 
school,  and  it  is  easier  dcme  in  the 
small  church  than  in  the  large  one. 

Six  months  of  this  Sunday  school 
year  is  gone.  Perhaps  you  are  not  satis¬ 
fied  with  the  results  of  your  Sunday 
school  program.  There  will  be  no  finer 
thing  than  that  your  Sunday  school 
adopt  now  this  program  of  work  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year.  Yes,  it 
would  be  true  that  new  life,  new  in¬ 
terest,  greater  results  would  come. 
Better  teaching  perhaps,  more  people 
won  for  Christ  and  His  service,  more 
workers  trained,  more  Bibles  used, 
more  all-round  good  work  woulAesuIt 
in  every  department  of  the  Sunday 
school.  Try  this  big,  challenging  pro¬ 
gram  for  the  remainder  of  this  Sun¬ 
day  school  year.  It  will  mean  great 
results  in  your  school. 

Here,  it  seems,  are  imperatives, 
some  musts  for  all  our  Sunday  schools 
now. 

1.  Continue  to  give  emphasis  to 
training  work.  Trained  workers  mean 
more  efficient  work  done. 

2.  Continue  to  give  special  empha¬ 
sis  to  soul  winning.  The  school  should 
be  positively  evangelistic.  Any  and  all 
of  us  responsible  for  the  leadership  of 
our  Sunday  schools,  should  make  a 
claim  for  Christ  at  every  opportunity. 

3.  Adopt  the  SUndard  of  Excellence 
as  a  wise,  balanced  program  of  work 
for  your  school.  • 

The  best  definition  for  a  Sunday 
school  wre  have  heard:  “A  real  Sunday 
school  is  the  church  at  the  business 
of  teaching  the  Bible  to  win  people  to 
Christ  and  to  help  those  won  to  be 
useful  for  Christ  in  their  places.”

We  are  grateful  for  the  money  that  has  come  In,  gyen  though  the  total 
amount  is  far  short  of  the  goal.  We  trustee  are  seeking  to  carry  out  our  re¬ 
sponsibility  under  God  for  guiding  aright  this  school  of  such  far-reaching  min¬ 
istry,  and  we  will  do  our.  best  with  what  you  as  Mississippi  Baptists  provide. 

The  Building  Committee  met  last  week  to  discuss  plans  for  the  erection 
of  one  of  the  three  main  buildings  sorely  needed  now.  The  committee  is  com¬ 
posed  of  Horace  Headrick,  Laurel,  Chairman;  Claude  Bennett,  Stafford  Springs, 
and  A.  E.  Mason.

The  money  received  last  year  and  the  first 
part  of  this  yesir  was  wisely  spent  on  repairs  and  equipment,  which  have 
amounted  to  a  total  of  about  $40,000.  Alao,  the  cost  of  the  Campaign  has  been 
paid  out  of  receipts.  Under  Dr.  McCall’s  fine  leadership  suid  with  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  Baptist  Record.  Associational  Directors,  Student  speakers,  and  Pas¬ 
tors.  the  percentage  of  this  cost  has  been  greatly  reduced  this  year  over  last 
year. 

After  paying  for  repairs,  equipment  and  erappaign  expenses,  we  have  about 
$40,000  to  be  used  in  a  new  building,  and  it  is  estimated  that  about  $20,000  more 
will  come  in  from  the  churches  from  the  March  28  offering.  The  Oommittee 
and  the  entire  Board  of  Trustees  wish  to  assure  Mississippi  Baptists  of  several 
things: 

1.  They  are  eager  to  begin  a  new  building  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

2.  In  keeping  with  Article  X  of  the  Convention  constitution,  they  can  not 
begin  a  building  until  sufficient  funds  are  In  hand  to  pay  for  It. 

3.  Ail  the  money  given  for  this  purpose  will  be  kept  saCred  and  used  in  the* 
wisest  manner  for  the  Strengthening  and  Improvement  of  Clarke  CoUege.  and 
one  of  the  new  buUdlngs  wUl  be  begun  as  soon  as  enough  money  is  in  hand. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  Administration  Building  should  be  buUt 
first,  but  it  wUl  take  more  than  twice  the  amount  of^money  we  have  on  hand  to 
build  it.  If  this  additional  money  comes  In  within  a  reasonable  time,  we  may 
begin  this  building  this  summer.  If  not.  It  may  beoonm  necessary  to  build  the 
activities  building  or  one  unit  of  the  Girls'  Dormitory  first.  The  need  Is  urgent 
If  there  are  church  treasurers  who  have  not  sent  in  the  CHarke  College  funds 
your  people  have  given,  may  we  urge  that  you  send  to  Dr.  McCaU’s  office  right 
away. 

Churches  which  have  not  taken  the  offering,  wont  you  toke  it  yet? 
Churches  that  have  aoune  surplus  money  In  their  treasuries  may  vote  to  put 
some  of  It  in  this  worthy  cause.  Individuals  who  have  not  given  may  gi** 
yet  —  whether  the  special  offering  Is  large  or  Hiiall.  The  response  of  many  h*| 
been  so  splendid.  Why  not  some  response  from  all?  Help  Clarke  meet  a  need

A  great  deal  of  Interest  is  now  being 
demonstrated  among  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  as  to  what  the  relationship  of 
our  Convention  should  be  to  certain 
churches  and  state  conventions  which 
have  applied  for  membership  In  the 
Southern  ‘Convention  but  which  are 
located  In  areas  ordinarily  considered 
to  be  Northern  Baptist  territory.  Much 
of  the  discussion  Is  based  upon  mls- 
conseptlons  of  the  disunity  among 
people  who  should  be  speaking  In 
these  days  with  one  mighty  voice. 

Since  the  Inference  Is  so  frequently 
made  that  there  Is  a  vast  difference 
between  the  spirit  and  program  of  the 
Northern  Convention  and  that  of  the 
Southern  Convention,  It  might  be  of 
Interest  to  many  to  know  that  thou¬ 
sands  of  Baptists  In  the  United  States 
are  very  pleasantly  related  to  both  our 
Northern  and  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
ventions.  Our  ^strict  of  Columbia 
Convention,  made  up  of  35  churches, 
has  been  affiliated  with  both  conven¬ 
tions  for  a  number  of  years  and  most 
of  our  churches  find  this  relation¬ 
ship  both  challenging  and  stimulating. 
The  same  can  be  said  of  a  number  of 
churches  in  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City. 
The  vast  majority  of  the  Baptists  In 
our  National  Capital  are  from  the 
Southern  Convention.  Most  of  these 
Southern  Baptists  have  no  difficulty 
whatever  In  being  affiliated  also  with 
the  Northern  Convention  and  partici¬ 
pating  enthusiastically  In  the  program 
which  that  Convention  promotes. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  Kansas 
convention  of  Southern  Baptist 
churches  has  applied  for  admission 
into  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
on  the  grounds  that  “they  are  desir¬ 
ous  of  a  more  aggressive  missionary 
and  evangelistic  program  than  their 
present  denominational  relationships 
afford,”  It  is  interesting  to  remember 
that  the  pastor  of  the  largest  Baptist 
church  in  Kansas,  the  First  Baptist 
of  Wichita,  Is  Dr.  F.  B.  Thorn,  who 
went  to  Wichita  after  a  very  success¬ 
ful  pastorate  at  the  Second  Baptist 
Church  in  Houston,  Texas,  and  who 
has  cooperated  fuljy  with  the  North¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  since  arriving 
in  Kansas  and  is  now  serving  as  a 
member  of  its  Foreign  Mission  ^ard. 
It  is  also  Interesting  to  note  that 
another  member  of  the  Northern  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  Is  Dr.  J.  Maurice 
Trimmer,  who  Is  now  pastor  of  the 
Fifth  Avenue  Baptist  Church  In  Hunt¬ 
ington,  W.  Va.,  and  who  until  recent¬ 
ly  was  the  beloved  pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  in  Macon,  Ga.  Dr.  Ed¬ 
ward  B.  Willingham,  the  son  of  our 
great  Southern  Baptist  leader  in  the 
field  of  foreign  missions,  has  had  the 
same  experience.  He  has  served  a  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptist  leader  In  the  field  of 
foreign  missions,  has  had  the  sqme 
experience.  He  has  served  a  Southern 
Baptist  church,  a  Northern  Baptist 
church,  and  two  that  were  affiliated 
with  both,  and  he  has  been  aware  of 
no  significant  difference  in  the  two 
groupa  He  has  felt  perfectly  at  home 
In  both.  The  writer  has  had  the  jfrlvl- 
lege  of  being  a  member  of  the  North¬ 
ern  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board  for 
ten  years  and  at  present  Is  serving  as 
the  president  of  the  Society.  These  are 
but  a  few  of  the  Southern  Baptists 
who  have  found  no  difficulty  in  work¬ 
ing  wholeheartedly  with  the  NortWlm 
Baptist  Convention  and  who  have

found  within  the  Convention  that 
same  spirit  of  consecration  and  loyal¬ 
ty  to  Christ  to  which  they  have  been 
accustomed  In  the  Southern  Conven¬ 
tion. 

It  should  be  said  too  that  the  evan¬ 
gelistic  and  missionary  program  of 
our  Northern  Convention  Is  promoted 
in  a  very  effective  and  evangelical 
manner,  and 'it  Is  extremely  difficult 
for  many  of  us  to  understand  why 
certain  Baptists  are  inclined  to  find 
fault  with  the  program  as  It  is  now 
conducted.  As  Dr.  Reuben  E.  Alley 
has  pointed  out  in  the  Religious  Her¬ 
ald,  the  550  foreign  missionaries  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  Northern  Baptists  with 
only  1,500,000  members  compares  most 
favorably  with  the  600  missionaries 
supported  by  Southern  Baptists  who 
have  6,000,000  members.  The  present 
Crusade  for  Christ  Through  Evangel¬ 
ism  has  been  sweeping  the  Ylortheqi 
Baptist  territory  and  the  reports  com¬ 
ing  In  from  every  area  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  are  most  inspiring  and  heart¬ 
ening.  The  recent  successful  conclu¬ 
sion  of  the  World  Mission  Crusade,  In 
which  more  than  $16,000,000  was  given 
or  pledged  toward  a  goal  of  $14,000,- 
000  Is  another  evidence  of  the  spiritual 
vitality  of  our  Northern  Baptist  bre¬ 
thren.  Last  year’s  statistics  also  Indi¬ 
cate  that  Northern  Baptists  gained 
more  members  proportionately  than 
did  our  Southenr  Baptists. 

There  is  a  type  of  conservatism  In 
the  North  that  Is  practically  unknown 
In  the  South,  and  against  which  our 
Southern  Convention  must  be  on 
guard.  It  seems  to  exist  par¬ 
ticularly  In  areas  where  the 
patterns  of  European  state  churches 
have  been  tran^lanted  In  America 
and  where  many  Baptists  have  an 
European  state  church  background. 
It  Is  characterized  by  an  Insistence 
upon  creedal  uniformity  and  ecclesias¬ 
tical  and  liberty  which  has  always 
been  associated  with  the  American 
Baptist  spirit.  Before  becoming  affi¬ 
liated  with  the  Northern  Convention, 
I  had  always  assumed  that  the  conser¬ 
vatives  of  the  North  were  similar  to 
the  conservatives  of  the  South.  Now 
after  a  number  of  years  of  active 
participation  in  the  work  of  both  Con¬ 
ventions,  and  after  frequent  contacts 
In  committee  meetings  with  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  militant  conservating 
groups,  I  am  quite  conscious  that  the 
difference  between  the  two  is  great 
indeed.

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NORTHERN  BAPTKTS  TO  KEYNOTE  EVANGELISM.  FREEDOM 

lULWAUKEE,  Wia.  — (RNS>—  About 
1,500.000  of  the  nation's  Baptists  win 
be  represent^  by  5,000  messengers  at 
the  forthcoming  annual  meeting  o( 
the  Northern  Baptist  Convention  here. 
The  six-day  session  Is  expected  to  get 
under  way  on  May  S4. 

Keimote  themes  of  the  conrentkm 
wrill  be  evangelism  wnd  freedom  ot 

conscience.*World  peace,  the  Federal 
CouncO  of  Churches,  an  enlarged  uni¬ 
fied  budget,  jace  relations,  and  segre¬ 
gation  In  Convention  Institutions  are 
also  expected  to  come  up  for  discus¬ 
sion. 

A  town-meeting  program  on  univer¬ 
sal  military  training  will  be  presented 
on  May  20.  The  program  will  be  en¬ 
titled:  "Is  Increased  Military  Might  for 
America  the  Road  to  Peace?” 

Speakers  at  the  town -meeting  will 
include  Dr.  Daniel  Poling,  Philadel¬ 
phia  pastor  who  Is  a  member  of  the 
President's  Commission  on  Universal 
Military  Training;  Dr.  Bernard  Clan- 
sen  of  CleveUmd,  O.;  Walter  White, 
secretary  of  the.  National  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Colored  Peo¬ 
ple.  New  York;  and  Perry  Brown, 
Beaumont,  Tex.,  businessman  who 
acts  as  chairman  of  the  American  Le¬ 
gion’s  Commission  on  UMT. 

There  Is  a  question  whether  the 
minority  Conservative  Baptists’  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  America  will  secede  from 
the  Convention  during  the  meetings 
'  here.  The  conservatives  have  frequent¬ 
ly  threatened  to  withdraw  because  of 
a  dlffqrence  of  opinion  concerning 
Biblical  truths.  They  have  scheduled 
a  meeting  here  Immediately  prior  to 
the  coifyention  to  discuss  possible  ac¬ 
tion. 


Renfro  Begins  Work 
As  Jones  County 
Missionary

Ever  since  I  was  in  Europe  last  sum¬ 
mer  1  have  been  all  but  obsessed  with 
the  idea  that  we  here  in  America 
should  be  sending  Europe  something 
besides  food,  machinery,  etc.  They 
need  all  that,  and  I  am  strong  for 
every  possible  aid  to  them  so  that  they 
may  get  on  their  feet  again  economi¬ 
cally.  One  does  not  begin  to  under- 
.stand  the  situation  in  England  until 
he  faces  the  fact  that  the  United 
Kingdom  in  territory  is  not  twice  as 
large  as  North  Carolina,  and  yet  has 
a  population  of  some  45,000,000  as 
against  a  population  In  North  Caro¬ 
lina  of  about  four  million.  There  is  a 
concentrated  population  likewise  in 
France,  Belgium,  Germany,  Denmark, 
and  other  countries. 

I  am  thinking  at  the  moment  of 
England  in  particular.  Let’s  continue 
to  send  all  the  financial  help  and  en¬ 
couragement  we  can  In  every  way,  but 
is  there  not  something  else  we  can 
send  to  England  besides,  money,  cre¬ 
dits.  and  arms? 

Long  ago  Paul  aniiwered  the  call  to 
come  over  from  Asia  into  Europe.  Eu¬ 
ropean  Christian  civilisation  had  its 
beginning  at  the  time  he  answered  the 
call.  That  civilisation  is  now  at  a  very 
low  ebb.  We  in  America  are  the  heirs 
of  that  civilisation.  Is  our  religion 
vital  enough  to  vitalise  others?  Is  it 
vital  enough  to  desire  to  vitalise  oth¬ 
ers? 

Assuming  that  our  English  Baptist 
bretheren  would  desire  that  we  under¬ 
take  to  help  them,  and  would  welcome 
us,  should  we  not  undertake  to  send 
from  the  Southern  and  Northern  Bap¬ 
tist  Conventions  25  to  50  of  our  best 
men  freun  our  strongest  churches 
sometime  in  the  near  future?  We  have 
50  churches  who  can  spare  their  pas¬ 
tors  for  from  three  to  six  months,  pro¬ 
vide  their  expenses  of  rehabilitation. 
Personally  I  believe  It  would  do  our 
churches  good  to  send  their  minis¬ 
ters  on  such  a  mission.  1  can  vis¬ 
ualize  these  men  going  to  and  from  in 
England,  speaking  in  the  churches  and 
In  public  places,  preaching  repentance, 
faith,  and  righteousness  to  the  Chris¬ 
tians  and  to  the  people  of  England. 
Personally  I  should  like  to  see  our  con¬ 
ventions,  through  their  Foreign 
Boards,  and  in  cooperation  with  the 
Baptist  World  Alliance,  attempt  such 
a  program  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  have  a  loyal  group  of  Baptists  in 
England,  some  400,000  of  them  we  are 
told;  and  they  are  supporting  about 
500  missionaries.  They  need  our  help 
and  encouragement.  Besides,  such  a 
visitation  might  well  result  in  a  re- 
vlAil  in  England  and  on  the  continent. 
At  least  we  could  pray  for  and  work 
fo^uch  a  consummation,  and  the  re- 
n»  action  on  our  churches  in  this 
country  would  be  of  untold  value.
